TURKISH BANDITS 
REOPEN WARFARE 
ON SYRIAN TOWNS 


Jerusalem, May 3.—More than a 
dozen villages along the northern bor 
der of Syria have been destroyed and 
the Armenian population of the dis 
trict is living in terror, following in 
itiation of guerrilla warfare by Turk 
ish bandits, according to Armenian 
refugees who are arriving Jaily in 
Palestine and Mesopotamia.

The proposed new schedule of rates 
was drawn by Mr. Smith to produce 
$1,527.000 revenue this year with a 
margin allowed for increased consump- 
tion at the rate of 266 new meters 
each month, the average increase dur- 
ing the first four months. 

Mr. Smith said that little proba- 
bility exists, therefore, that the pro- 
posed rate would produce more than 
the $1,527,000 estimated. 

The total number of meters now in 
use in the city is 41,965. All but 
about 12,000 use more than the pro-

Second eVto for Bill. 


The veto given the measure today 
Was in effect the second executive 
disapproval of the bill. A _ similar 
measure was passed by the last con- 
gress and vetoed by President Hard- 
ing on the grounds of economy and 
also on the grounds that it was loose- 
ly drawn and would have put on the 
pension roll almost every widow of a 
civil war veteran, regardless of when 
she was married. 

The bill provides for increases in 
the pensions of the veterans of all 
wars up to and including the Spanish- 
American war and of widows and de- 
pendents of veterans of all wars from 
1812 to 1902. Civil war veterans 
would have their pensions increased 
from $50 to $72 a month and their 
a now getting $30 a month, 
would receive $35 and $45 a month, 
depending on age. Spanish-American 
war and other wars (excepting the 
world war) veterans and their widows 
would receive proportionate increases 
and a few maimed world war veterans 
would receive additional compensation. 


Annual Cost $58,000,000. 


The president estimated the bill 
would cost $58,000,000 annually and 
bring the total pension bill to a point 
higher than ever before reached. 

The measure had the indorsement 
of veterans’ organizations, including 
the Grand Army of the Republic and 
the United Spanish-American war ve- 
terans. » Headed by Carmi Thompson,

The veto message sent to the sen- 
ate by the president was as follows: 

“I am returning herewith senate 
bill five, ‘an act granting pensions 
and increases of pensions to certain 
soldiers and sailors of the Civil and 
Mexican wars and to certain widows, 
former widows, minor children and 
helpless children of said soldiers and 
sailors, and to widows of the wir 
of 1812, and to certain Indian war 
veterans and widows, and to certain 
Spanish war soldiers, and certain 
maimed soldiers and for other pur- 
poses,’ without my approval. 

No Justification Exists. 


“For the next fiscal year the ef- 
fect of this act will be to take an 
additional $58,000,000 of the moneys 
paid by the taxpayers of the nation 
and add it to the pension checks of 
the veterans of the wars from 1812 
to 1902 and their widows and de- 
pendents. ‘This is the effect for the 
first year, but the burden upon the 
taxpayers will continue for many 
years to come. While impossible of 
accurate estimation the commissioner 
of pensions states that the proposed 
addition to the pension roll will total 
approximately $242,000,000 for the 
first five yeaxg and $415,000,000 for 
the first ten ears. 

“No conditions exist which justi- 
fy the imposition of this additional 
burden upon the taxpayers of the 
nition. All our pensions were revis- 
ead and many liberal increases made 
no longer ago than 1920. Every sur- 
vivor of the Civil war draws $50 per 
month and those in need of regular 
aid and attendance, which already in- 
cludes 41.000 of them, draw $72 
per month. As others come to need

this the law already gives it to them. 
The act also proposes to extend the 
length of the war period from April 
1865 to August 20, 1866, xo 
that those who enlisted during this 
year and four months of peace now 
become eligible for the same treat- 
ment as those who fought through- 
out the war. There are other ques- 
tionable provisions providing for the 
nensioning of civilians and relating 
to the pensioning of certain classes 
of widows. 
Main Objection Is Expense. 

“But the main objection to the 
whole bill is the unwarranted ex- 
penditure of the money of the taxpay- 
ers. It proposes to add more than 
25 per centum to the cost of the pen- 
sion rolls. It is estimated that it 
would bring the total pension bill 
of the country to a point higher than 
ever before reached, notwithstanding 
it’s now nearly 6O years since the 
close of the Civil war. A generous 
vation increased its pensions to well 
over a quarter of a billion annually, 
and has already bestowed nearly 
$6,250,000,000 in pensions upon the 
survivors of that conflict and their 
dependents, while there has been 
some decrease in the annual expens- 
es, it is now proposed by a horizontal 
increase to pay all survivers $72 
each month, without regard to age, 
to their physical condition or finan- 
cial condition. With the other pro- 
nosals a new high record of cost 
would be established. 


Is for Economy. 

“The need for economy in public 
expenditure at the present time can- 
not be overestimated. I am for eco- 
nomy. I am against every unneces- 
sary payment of the money of the 
taxpayers. No pyblic requirement at 
the present time ranks with the ne- 
cessity for the reduction of taxation. 
This result cannot be secufed unless 
those in authority cease to pass 
laws which increase the permanent 
cost of government.

That the remainder of the island is 
quiet, at least outwardly, was con- 
firmed by information received from 
the American consul. Word that 
quiet reigns also has been received 
from a high official of the United 
Railways of Havana. 

Statements by Mario Garcia-Velez, 
brother of General Carlos Garcia- 
Velez, that from 500 to 600 men are 
in arms in the vicindy of Cienfuegos 
were declared untrue by government 
officials today, as was also the an- 
nouncement credited to (Gustavo 
Gutierre%, secretary of the Veterans 
and Patriots’ association at New 
York, that a battle took place re- 
cently near Cienfuegos, each side hav- 
ing about 200 men. 

Number Troops Withheld.

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State Press Roundly Condemns 
Crucifixion of Democratic Principles 


As Done.in Recent State Convention

It is a remarkable fact that in the 
weekly country press of Georgia not 
one single defense has been offered, 
by a single editor, of the so-called dem- 
ocratic convention tnat was held in 
Atlanta April 23.

World's D 
Blamed by Women 
On Great Bankers 


Washington, May 3.—Women cru- 
saders for world-wide peace, attend- 
ing the congress of the Women’s In- 
ternational League for Peace, blame 
the international bankers for most of 
the international discords. 

One speaker after another today 
condemned the “unholy alliance be- 
tween cannon and capital,” and called 
for a new deal in politics and di- 
plomacy. 

The kesnote fthe session, which 
was devoted to the~economic aspects 
of a new international order, was 
given by Frau Ella Hertzka, of Aus- 
tria, who said “the real, controlling 
power in international relations to- 
day is not political or economic, but 
financial.”’ 9 

“Interantional finance is a super- 
state, which dictates international 
policies in each country, always to 
serve its own ends. Politicians and 
statesmen, iffdustrialists and labor 
alike are all at the mercy of the 
powers of international finance,” she 
said. 

Mme. Marguerite Dumont, of 
France, furnished what she claimed 
were cnocrete examples of the evil 
machinations of international finance 
in world relations, 

“Oil and steel are.the most power- 
fufl of these super-state groups,” 
Mme. Dumont said. 

“The super-state of oil is already 
starting friction between the United 
States and England. What appears 
to be a post-war struggle between 
Franee and Germany is really the 
struggle of two international indus- 
trial groups for control of steel. The 
Ruhr question is a question of 
steel.” 

Mme. Dumont declared the recent 
revolution in Mexico could be traced 
to the Royal Dutch Shell = and 
Standard Oil compa..ies. 

“The new international order 
hailed by the women implies economic 
revolution in all countries,’ Miss 
Elimy Balch, representing the Amer- 
ican section at the conference, de- 
clared. The most menacing immedi- 
ate obstacle in the way of this, how- 
ever, she said, is the alliance of na- 
tionalist politics with business and 
finance, 


SLAND FREEDOM 
SHOULD BE STUDY 


Washington, May 3.—Advisability 
of granting independence to the Ppil- 
ippine Islands should be studied in a 
manner similar to that employed by 
the Dawes reparations committee, 
John M. Switzer, of New York, presi- 
dent of the Pacific Commercial » m- 
pany, today told the house insular 


committee. 


Mr, Switzer. who testified that his 
commercial jnterests in the islands 
began with their aequisition by the 
United States, asserted a “non-politi- 
cal and non-prejudiced” survey of the 
Philippine situation would be advis- 
able. He recommended that ‘if inde- 
pendence were granted, it be post- 
poned a few years, 

“We must not take the Filipinos 
too. seriously,” he said, “as deep in 
their hedrts ang better judgment 
many of them prefer a period of home 
rulé wnder our sovereignty.”

This 
was taken to mean that Martin and 
Sergeant Harvey had crossed to the 
far side of the Alaskan peninsula to 
shelter themselves against the winds 
ir. the lee of the volcanic range.

The establishment of the child health 
center at Athens by the American Child 
Health association has given the very im- 
petus needed for our preschool work—a 
work which Mrs. Walker has planned and 
financed out of her own purse for several 
years—and the attention of the whole 
country is now focused upon Georgia as 4 
demonstration center in preschool work; 1.- 
500 bocklets—‘‘Runabouts in the House of 
Health’ and “My Little Child’s Health’’— 
were bought at Mra. Walker's suggestion as 
the best stimulus to the work right now. 

It is impossible to estimate or properly 
appreciate the efforts and support of our 
executive board. Our vice president andl 
other officers and chairmen have given 
generously not only of their time, but many 
of them financing their own work. Some 
have turned in small expense accounts. 
This is, of course, what we must ultimate- 
ly anticipate and provide for, but with our 
present income from the 5c dues we retain 
in Georgia, we should have to do with- 
out literature and impoverish our treas- 
ury if all our chairmen put in claims. 

1 don’t know quite which is our beset- 
ting sin—indifference or procrastination. 
We're still running true to form—less than 
half of our assvciationg returning their 
questionnaires, in fact only about one- 
third. In this respect, the eighth and see- 
ond districts excel, each returning a little 
the sixth and tenth com- 
ing next, with a little less than half. The 
third returned 4 out of 21, the ninth return- 
ed 2 out of 19. “ 

In 1921 we had 126 associations with 7,- 
000 members. In the last three years we 
have more than trebled our membership, 
having now 859 associations with over Ji,- 
000 paid members. But 60,000 or 75,000 is 
a conservative estimate of the potential 
strength of these associations based upo 
their actual membership. 

With 18 new counties won over this 
year, we still have 111 in which there is 
no affiliated P,-T. A. The cities anv 
larger towns are splendidly organized, but 
it is in the rural sections we iind cur 
largest ficld for extension; 130 of the as- 
already affiliated are rural. 
Right now thereris an opportunity for some- 
one to render our work a great service by 
having printed fog distribution the two 
topics prepared by our national chairman, 
‘‘Rural and Small Community Recreation’’ 
and ‘““The Rural School Playground.”” Uur 
Parent-Teacher booth at the State Fair was 
a splendid advertisement of rural Georgia, 
and with Georgia’s imcreased standing 
among southern states, we should also bave 
a booth at the Southeastern Fair. 


There are in Georgia still many places 
where no one has ever suggested the pus- 
sibilities and advantages of cooperation be- 
tween home and school, and still others 
where the movement, once begun, has bern 
lack of fight 
leadership or failure to grasp the true idea 
of parent-teacher work. There are unor- 
ganized counties with a sufficient number 
of associations to have a county counci); 
there are associations that have not avail- 
ed themselves of the advantages to be 
gained through aifiliation with the state; 
there are others working without a defi- 
nite purpose or well-defined plan of action, 
We have members who do not attend mect- 
ings of their association nor assume any 
responsibility for its growth and achieve- 
ments; officers who are not giving to 
their office the best they have to give in 
time and thought and effort; parents who 
lack understanding of the child’s importance 
and the necessity for its best development, 
and a public in need of more information 
about parent-teacher work. 


Before us lies all this opportunity fer 
service. Our hour has come. It is ior alt 
of us to be ready te grasp the opportunity. 
It was Austin Phelp’s belief that vigilance 
in watching opportunity, force and persist- 
ence in crowding opportunity to its utmost 
of possible achievement, are the virtues 
that command success. 

It is for us to provide all necessary op- 
portunity for our committees to function 
for the best results in our various depart- 
ments, and to further strengthen our lines 
of cooperation with other organizations and 
agencies doing child welfare work. 


We have necd for a regular parent-teach- 
er extension course to train our workers. 
The foundation has been solidly laid. By 
organizing our forces, working systemati- 
cally and preparing carefully to render a 
full measure of service, we may build well 
for the fnture. Strength of mind and pa- 
tience is needed for awaiting with calmness 


the hoped-for results, 

In closing this two years of activity and 
happy associations, I wish to thank yeu 
for the privilege of having been your presi- 
dent and for the beautiful and helpfut 
spirit with which you have so strongly sup- 
ported my every effort. May I, in retiring, 
beg you to support my successor, whoever 
she may be, with the same whole-hearted 
and unselfish spirit of service to our great 
cause of better parents in better homes fer 
better children as that which has made my 
leadership a privilege and a pleasure, May 
God bless and keep you steadfast for ‘the 
child in our midst.”’

association conferences also. Where pos- 
sible, hold them together, and preferably, 
for the convenince of your state president, 
in the fall, or at least two months before 
your state convention. 

The mountain has come to Mahomet 
Thanks to our State university, and to Dr. 
Stewart in particular, we are to have the 
Stahdard Parent-Teacher association course 
(one of three in this country), for the south 
right here in Georgia—the course heretofore 
available only at Columbia university, and 
I beseech you that no association in this 
state lose this opportunity to perfect at 
least one of its members in all the _ re- 
quirements of true Parent-Teacher associa- 
tion—our real work, the pitfalls to avoid. 
Of inestimable benefit will also be the twvu 
Parent-Teacher Association institutes to he 
conducted at Mercer university and at the 
Georgia State College for Women. Too 


i great emphasis cannot be put upon the stim- 


ulation to our work in Georgia which grows 
ont of the inereasing understanding and 
shown our organization by 
the leading educators of this state. and 
all other organizations and agencies in- 
terested in child welfare. In bringing this 
about the press is our strongest ally and 
deserves our warmest gratitude. 


The establishment of the child health 
center at Athens by the American Child 
Health association has given the very im- 
petus needed for our preschool work—a 
work which Mrs. Walker has planned and 
financed out of her own purse for several 
years—and the attention of the whole 
country is now focused upon Georgia as a 
demonstration center in preschool work; 1.- 
500 booklets—‘‘Runabouts in the House of 
and “‘My Little Child’s Health’ — 
were bought at Mrs. Walker's suggestion as 
the best stimulus to the work right now. 

It is impossible to estimate or properly 
appreciate the efforts and support of our 
executive board. Our vice president anil 
other: officers and chairmen have given 
generously not only of their time, but many 
of them financing their own work. Some 
have turned in small expense accounts. 
This is, of course, what we must ultimate- 
ly anticipate and provide for, but with our 
present income from the 5c dues we retain 
in Georgia, we should have to do with- 
out literature and impoverish our treas- 
ury if all our chairmen put in claims, 

1 don’t know quite which is our beset- 
ting sin—indifference or procrastination. 
We're still running true to form—less than 
half of our assvciationg returning their 
questionnaires, in fact only about one- 
third. In this respect, the eighth and sec- 
ond districts excel, each returning a little 
more than half; the sixth and tenth com- 
ing next, with a little less than half. The 
third returned 4 out of 21, the ninth return- 
ed 2 out of 19. . 

In 1921 we had 126 associations with 7,- 
000 members. Inu the last three years we 
have more than trebled our membership, 
having now 359 associations with over 2,- 
000 paid members. But 60,000 or 75,000 is 
a conservative estimate of the potential 
strength of these associations based upou 
their actual membership. 

With 18 ‘new counties won over this 
year, we still have 111 in which there is 
no affiliated P.-T. A. The cities amd 
larger towns are splendidly organized, but 
it is in the rural sections we iind cur 
largest field for extension; 130 of the as- 
sociations already affiliated are _  rurai. 
Right now there is an opportunity for some- 
one to render our work a great service by 
having printed fog distribution the twe 
topics prepared by our national chairman, 
‘‘Rural and Small Community Recreation” 
and ‘“The Rural School Playground.” Our 
Parent-Teacher booth at the State Fair was 
a splendid advertisement of rural Georgia, 
and with Georgia’s increased standing 
among southern states, we should also bave 
a booth at the Southeastern Fair. 


There are in Georgia still many places 
where no one has ever suggested the pus- 
sibilities and advantages of couoperation be- 
tween home and school, and still others 
where the movement, once begun, has beeu 
abandoned, probably from lack of Fight 
leadership or failure to grasp the true idea 
of parent-teacher work. There are wunor- 
ganized counties with a sufficient number 
of associations to have a county council; 
there are associations that have not avail- 
ed themselves of the advantages to he 
gained through a/filiation with the state; 
there are others working without a defi- 
nite purpose or well-defined plan of action. 
We have members who do not attend meet- 
ings of their association nor assume any 
responsibility for its growth and achieve- 
ments; officers who are not giving to 
their office the best they have to give in 
time and thought and effort; parents whe 
lack understanding of the child’s importance 
and the necessity for its best development, 
and a public in need of more information 
about parent-teacher work. 

Before us lies all this opportunity fer 
service. Our hour has come. It is ior ail 
of us to be ready te grasp the opportunity. 
It was Austin Phelp’s belief that vigilance 
in watching opportunity, force and persisi- 
ence in crowding opportunity to its utmest 
of possible achievement, are the virtues 
that command success. 

It is for us to provide all necessary op- 
portunity for our committees to function 
for the best results in our various depart- 
ments, and to further strencthen our lines 
of cooperation with other organizations and 
agencies doing child welfare work. 

We have necd for a regular parent-teach- 
er extension course to train our workers. 
The foundation has been solidly laid. 
organizing our forces, working systemati- 
cally and preparing carefully to renger a 
fuil measure of service, we may build well 
for the future. -Strength of mind and pa- 
tience is needed for awaiting with calmness 


the hoped-for results, 

In closing this two years of activity and 
happy associations, I wish to thank yeu 
for the privilege of having been your presi- 
dent and for the beautiful and helpfut 
spirit with which you have so strongly sup- 
ported my every effort.

Grain Shipments, 
Violating State 


Within the past two months, fifty- 
seven carloads of grain shipped into 
Georgia as “oats” have been found by 
the pure food. division of the Geor- 
gia department of agriculture to be a 
mixture of wild oats, oats, barley, 
wheat and various other grains, in 
many instances containing less than 
oO per cent of cultivated oats. Under 
the pure food laws of the: state such 


a mixture comes under the classifica- 
tion of “commercial feed” and as such 
is subjéct to registration, analysis, 
even weight bags, and must bear the 
panalysis tag and inspection tax stamp. 
Tax must be paid to the state, and, 
as a result of its policing activity, the 
pure food department of the’state not 
only has put this class of product un- 
der its proper label of “feed,” but also 
has collected the revenue tax, which 
means many hundreds of dollars addi- 
tional income to the state in the 
course of a year. 

It is also pointed out by officials 
of the department that if out-of-state 
shippers were permitted to continue 
sitle of this class of goods in Georgia, 
it would work a serious hardship on 
Georgia farmers, inasmuch as it 
would make it unprofitable for Geor- 
gia to raise good oats, when this grain 
would have 'to be sold in competition 
with this much inferior and cheaper 
priced product.

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DECLINE 1S SEEN 
IN WHEAT MARKET 


Chicago, May 3.—Wheat under- 
went a material ‘set back in price to- 
day largely as a result of week-end 


profit-taking sales but also to some 
extent owing to a $5,000,000 bank 
failure at St. Paul. The finish in 
the wheat market was heavy, 7-8 cent 
to 1 3-4 cent net lower, May 103 5-8 
to 103 3-4 and July 106 1-8 to 106 
1-4. Corn closed 5-8 to 7-8 cent down, 
oats 3-8 to 5-8 cent off, and pro- 
visions at unchanged figures to seven 
cents decline. 

Lowest prices of the day in wheat 
were reached during the late dealings, 
after news was out that farm difficul- 
ties in°the northwest had been respon- 
sible for the St. Paul bank failure. 
Buying power sufficient to absorb the 
wheat offered as the day drew to an 
end ‘was lacking, and the market 
showed no tendency to recover. The 
downward tendency of prices, how- 
ever, had been evident from the out- 
set of the day’s business, week-end 
realizing of profits on the part of 
holders being promoted by favorable 
crop conditions and by additional 
large deliveries on May contracts as 
well as by the fact that foreign mar- 
kets were unresponsive to yesterday’s 
advance here. 

Uncertainty over the outlook for 
the McNary-Haugen bill at Washing- 
ton was of some effect at first as a 
check against declines, but later this 
factor was ayparently lost sight of. 
One of the reasons given for the sub- 
sequent increased selling was a re- 
port that considerable wheat in the 
southwest was close to a working 
basis to come here, and that support 
for Chicago May had heen withdrawn.

Readjustment of Wages Falls 


Under Expectations, Says Barnum 


BY R. L. BARNUM. 
New York, Muay 3.—Commodity 
prices on the average found a resting 


place this past week after weeks and 
months of unbroken declines. Com- 
menting on this fact, one of the larg- 
est banking houses here says: “There 
is just one imyortant item that has 
made little or no progress toward 
stabilization, namely—wages. By what 
logic the wage rate can stubbornly 
remain unaffected at the existing high 
rate when all else has yielded to eco- 
nomic pressure, we fail to see. 
Until there is some modification 
in this direction, which would be 
to the advantage of all concerned, we 
cannot consider the situation as en- 
tirely sound.” 

Discussing the growing disparity 
between commodity prices and wages 
in this column a few weeks ago prom- 
inent bankers and industrial leaders 
were quoted as saying that real ad- 
justment of wages downward must 
wait on world economic conditions 
whic change slowly and that no 
drastic cut in wages should be expect- 
ed in this country in this, a presi- 
dential election year. No change has 
occurred or is likely to occur in that 
viewpoint. However, it is being real- 
ized in this part of the country more 
and more every day that as far as is 
possible, under existing conditions, re- 
adjustment of wages is going on but 
not in the way. which might be ex- 
pected. 

One important factor in the exist- 
ing labor situation is the curtailment 
in production going on in many lines 
of industry. This curtailment in pro- 
duction was in response to natural 
economic laws. With the “overhead” 
of manufacturers, which is made up 
largely of wages, sv high that foreign 
competition enjoying lower labor cost 
would not met, production of 
goods by our nianufacturers was run- 


ning ahead of domestic demand and | 


with an unsalable surplus of finisb- 
ed and raw materials piling up there 
was nothing else to do but slow 
dewn until production wags more in 
line with domestic demand. This slow- 
ing down of production has thrown 
many people out of work. The in- 
crease in unemployment has in turn 
buying power of 
country for raw and finished goods, 
and this reduction in buying power 
in turn brings about further curtail- 


/ment in production to meet demand, 
Thus the readjustment now going on 


works in a circle. 


However, while unemployment be- 


cause of curtailed production is in-| 


creasing, so far there has been no cor- 
responding decrease in wages. In fact, 
this week's figures covering the state 
show that while there 
was a decrease of 3 per cent in the 
number of employed during the month 
of March compared with last year 
the average weekly earnings for all 
industries, despite the reduction in 
wages that has occurred in the tex- 
tile and clothing trades, has actually 
increased 48 cents to $28.16. 

As was recently pointed out in this 
column, measured on the 1913 basis 
there has been within the last few 
months a decrease in average commod- 
ity prices of from 165 per cent to 147 
per cent, whereas as near as can be 
figured on the same basis the figure 
for wages remains at per cent. 
However, readjustment ig going on in 
wages. 

Discussing the effects of our imal- 
gration policy on the labor and gen- 
eral industrial and financial situation, 
Benjamin M. Anderson, economist of 
the Chase National. bank, points out 
that with our labor suyply thus held 
(own, wages are necessarily higher 
than they otherwise would have been. 
This, he says, is desirable, but it in- 
volves changes of business policy and 
readjustmept of several kinds 

First, he says, we must economize 
on labor, using land and capita! with 
lavishness and _ using 
labor only for the most important 
uses. In the future, to succeed we 
must specialize more than ever on 
mass production where machines turn 
out many thousands or millions of 
units of a given pattern. Production 
calling for a great deal of hand labor 
must be increasingly surrendered te 
Europe. 

Then, there is taking place, and will 
continue to take place, a shifting of 
industries from the northern half of 
the Atiantic seaboard, and especially 
from New. England, es other parts 
of the country, notably the south, 
where wages are much lower, while 
there is taking place a counter move- 
ment of pormlation from areas of the 
United States, where wages are low, 
to the industrial centers, where they 
are high. This will tend to a leveling 
up of wages in the interior of the 
country, especially in the south, with 
ultimately a leveling down of wages 
in. the northern half of the Atlantic 
seaboard, especially in New England. 

In cotton textiles. notably, 


New England, where wages are very 
hich, to the south, where wages are 
still.much lower. Labor, moreover, has 
been shifting from the south to the 
north, and from the country to the 
industrial centers. 

Another result of our immigration 
policy may be an increased induce- 


ment to American capital to seek for- | 


eign investment. If European labor 
cannot come to the United Statés to 


work. with our relatively more abund-4 


ant capital. there will be increased 
advantage for American capital to-go 
outside this country to work with 
cheaper labor. The rectification of 
Europe's difficulties and the restora- 
tion of Eutope's credit will lead to a 
very substantial outflow of American 
capital.to Burope in any case, but 
out present immigration policy, Mr. 
ndersoh believes, may well be ex- 
pected to intensify this. But abun- 
dant natural resources in this coun- 
try, however, even in combingfion 
with high-priced labor. will still of- 
fer great inducements for the employ- 
ment of American capital. American 
Mr. Anderson

He 
does not believe that high wages, ac- 
companied by slovenly work, reduced 
output and progressive inefficiency, 
all of which creates an economic mon- 
strosity, can be maintained and that, 
in view of our present immigration 
policy, for the best interests of all 
concerned, it is now time to take

VANDIVER SUSTAINED 
BY ATTORNEY GENERAL 


Attorney General George M. Napier 
in an opinion Saturday upheld Joan 
M. Vandiver, commissioner of rev- 
enue, in the plan to put a representa- 
tive of the revenue commissioners in 
the office of the secretary of state, 
to check all mail order applications 
for automobile license taxes and ar- 
range to collect the 20 per cent pen- 
alty imposed by state law on all de- 
linquents. 

H. Grover Bell, deputy revenue 
commissioner, is already posted at the 
window where automobile tugs are 
sold to purchasers who apply in per- 
son, and he has been collecting the 
20 per cent penalty since May 2, the 
law reading that the penalty is im- 
posed on persons who have not pur- 
chased tags by May 1. Monday al! 
mail orders will be inspected and if 
the spplication is a delinquent, same 
will be held while the department no- 
tifies the applicant that additional 
remittance to cover the 20 ner cent 
penalty must be forwarded before the 
tag can be shipped. 

Mr. Vandiver also recommends 
that wherever the applicant is fa- 


{ miliary with the law the total remit- 


tance, including the amount of auto- 
mobile license and _ the additione! 
penalty, be sent direct to his 
office. The license money will then 
be turned over to the office of the 
secretary of state and the tag shipped 
in regular order of business. 
Attorney General’s Ruling. 

Mr. Napier says that the question 
as to the legality of this procedure 
ean only be answered in the affirma- 
tive and points out that the law 
clearly specifies that automobile own- 
ers who have not purchased their 
tags by May 1 ate delinquent. The 
tag is supposed to be bought in the 
first quarter of the year, but thirty 
days’ grace are allowed, bringing the 
time up to May 1. 

The attorney general's ruling quotes 
the act creating the revenue depart- 
ment where it makes it the duty of 
the commissioner of revenue “particu- 
larly to investigate and collect de- 
linquent automobile tag taxes.” etc. 
He also refers to the clause making it 
the duty of tax “collectors to cooper- 
ate with the department in enforcing 
this law.

CORNELL UNIVERSITY 
HEAD 10 VISIT ATLANTA 


Dr. Livingston Farrand, president 
of Cornell university and formerly 
head of the American Red Cross, is 
expected to visit 4 Zanta this week in 
connection with the 2Uth annual meet- 
ing of the National Tuberculosis as- 
sociation, which will be held here 
Wednesday, Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday. 

Dr. Farrand is president of the Na- 

tional Tuberculosis association and 
will preside over businese sessions of 
the annual meeting, which is being 
arranged under the auspices of the 
Georgia Tuberculosis association. 
This is the first time during the 20 
years of its existence that the an- 
nual meeting has been held in the 
south, it is stated. 
! Known now as one of the foremost 
educators in the country, Dr. Far- 
rand earlier in life gained renown in 
the world-wide fight against tubercu- 
losis. Since 1905 he has been close- 
ly associated with national agencies 
for the study and prevention of the 
“white plague” and with other phases 
of the public health service, having 
served as editor of the American 
Journal of Public Health for a num- 
ber of years. 

The spread of tuberculosis in 
France after two years of war be- 
came an international concern, and 
Dr. Farrand was selected by the In- 
ternational Health board in 1917 to 
direct the fight against the disease 
in France. After the close of the 
war he was elected chairman of the 
central committee of the American 
Red Cross. He resigned the presi- 
dency of the University of Colorado 
which he then held, and lived iu 
Washington until hie inauguration 
as president of Cornell university in 
October, 1922. 

The Cornell alumni of Atlanta 
and the state of Georgia will enter- 
tain informally for Dr. Farrand at 
a dinner at the Biltmore hotel at 7:30 
o'clock Wednesday evening.

N UNWISE MEASURE 

The Howell-Barkley bill to abolish 
the railroad labor board, as pro- 
vided in the Esch-Cummings trans- 
portation act, and proposing to 
adopt the war scheme of national 
hoards of adjustment, will come 
up on the floor of the house Monday 
next aS a special order. 

A rather peculiar but not unor- 
thodex situation developed regard- 
ing this bill in committee. Before 
the hearings were begun, at which 
the proponents and opponents 
could be invited to testify, the bill 
was appealed to the house floor di, 
rect under the new rule which 
gives 150 members that opportu- 
nity, the committee thus being dis- 
charged from consideration. 

The bill is a direct strike at the 
railroads and especially at the short- 
line roads. The latter have had 
a hard pull even under the liberal 
treatment accorded them in the 
transportation act, several short 
lines in. Georgia, to illustrate, having 
been junked in the past three years. 
This bill, it is claimed, would com- 
pletely wipe out most of them, and 
thereby throw a hardship upon 
hundreds of thousands of people 
who live on and are served only by 
short-line railroads. 

The measure fixes present rates 
of pay, rules and working condi- 
tions by law, and prohibits any 
change of any of thém until after

- the carrier has given at least 30 


days’ written notice of intended 
change, and has had a conference 
with representatives selected by em- 
ployees to pass upon proposed 
changes. It specifically provides 
that employees may select as repre- 
sentatives persons having no direct 
interest. 

It declares carriers and employees 
must exert every reasonable effort 
to make and maintain agreements 
concerning rates of pay, rules, or 
working conditions, and the bill pro- 
vides national boards of adjustment 
for settlement of disputes arising 
out of such agreements. 

It declares the occupational classi- 


fication of employees established by | 


the interstate commerce commission 
shall be the legal classification of 
all persons engaged in any capacity 
in the service of carriers, and pro- 


hibits any change in such classifica- | 


tion until a hearing shall be had 
before the interstate commerce com- 
mission after due notice given to 
the employees.

THE SUREST WAY. 

Judge Ogden Persons, of For- 
syth, Ga., sitting in the emergency 
division of the Fulton county crim- 
inal court, made a_ remarkable 
statement about the protection that 
people generally accord to bootleg- 
gers. 

In passing a fine sentence upon 
a negress, who acknowledged pos- 
session of liquor but disclaimed 
ownership, the judge is quoted as 
Saying: 

“It is a remarkable thing that no 
one in America tells the truth about 
liquor. Men and women will die and 
go to hell before they will tell the 
truth about it. 

“And that’s the reason 
enforce prohibition now. 

“Men, white men, reliable and 
trustworthy in every other respect, lie 
about whisky. They come to court 
and go on the witness stand under 
oath and swear falsely to save some 
bootlegger from being involved in the 
transaction and maybe going to the 
chaingang. 

“It is not any one class of people. 
All of them do it, or so it seems.”

Those who testify know, in a gen- 
eral way, that the purchaser of 
liquor, under the Volstead act, is as 
guilty of a violation of law as the 
seller, and therefore feel no doubt 
chat an admission means pleading 
guilty in advance to a possible in- 
dictment that might subsequently 
be issued. 

Not many men will “squeal” on 
their partners in crime. 

Judge Persons has performed a 
good service in calling attention to 
this very evident situation, and has 
cited one of the main reasons why 
prohibition is not being enforced. 

Enforcement, however, will never 
be encouraged by the whisky pa- 
tron. The situation demands an 
aroused public conscience to law 
enforcement all along the line. The 
bootlegger will pass out when 
whisky buying stops. 

Better results will be obtained in 
this manner than by expecting 
whisky patrons to turn state’s evi- 
dence. They will not do it. 


THEN, WHY NOT? 

On this page is another communi- 
cation from Hon. John Bostwick, 
county school superintendent-elect 
of Morgan couhty, on the question 
of a- state bond issue for highways 
and also for education, suggesting 
the allocation of equal funds to the 
two -interests. 

Mr. Bostwick bases his communi- 
cation upon an address made by 
Commissioner W. T. Anderson, of 
the state highway department, be- 
fore the Atlanta Kiwanians during 
the past week. 

Mr. Anderson advocates a state 
bond authorization of sufficient 
magnitude to complete the state- 
wide program: agreed upon, and as- 
serts that such an issue authorized, 
with annual sales of bonds suffi- 
cient to meet the demands of the 
year, will be the most economical 
and certainly the most satisfying 
method of solving the state-wide 
highway problem in Georgia. He is 
entirely right, and so is Mr. Bost- 
wick entirely right in his position 
that such an authorization will be 
voted by the people only upon the 
condition that a specified amount 
of the proceeds from the sale of 
such bonds shall be utilized in pro- 
viding betterments for the state’s 
higher educational institutions, and 
a specified amount for improving 
and making more efficient the 
State’s common school system. 

This is exactly what North Caro- 
lina did, and the progress that state 
is making in all lines, industrially, 
agriculturally, financially, educa- 
tionally and _ socially, is today 
proverbial throughout America, at 
least, if not the world.

wanis club, at the Ansley hotel on 
April 28. 

He mrade it very clear that an ade- 
quate road system for Georgia would 
result in an enormous’ saving to the 
people of the state. 

I agree with Mr. Anderson that 
good roads are very necessary, and 
that Georgia should have a system 
of roads equal to those of other pro- 
gressive states. I also agree with him 
that it will require lots of money for 
such a system and that a bond issue 
is the proper way to get if. 

The matter, however, of educating 
and training the 1,000,000 children 
of this state in a manner that will 
make them efficient, successful and 
worthy citizens is the most important 
question now confronting the people 
of Georgia. 

The people of Georgia will never 
vote for the adoption of a bond issue 
for roads unless there is a provision 
for better support of the higher insti

The state colleges are badly handi- 
capped on account of insufficient 
funds, School buildings in the coun- 
try counties are in many cases very 
inadequate, the 10,000 school teachers 
who are doing the most important 
work of any class of officials of the 
state are working for their board and 
clothes. 

I agree with Mr. Anderson in his 
‘bold and persistent advocacy of more 
money for good roads andgif the 
| highway commission will join with 
‘the educational interests of the state 
in the advocacy of a $100,000,000 bond 
issue for schools and roads on a 50-50 
basis, it will carry. 

I feel certain the general assembly 
at the coming session would pass an 
act submitting this question to. the 
voters for ratification at this fall’s 
election.

Some weeks ago in this column I 
took occasion to call attention to the 
biography of Woodrow Wilson, by 
Mr. David Lawrence, which was then 
appearing in a number of American 
newspapers. 1 was careful \to say: 
“Of course, no adequate criticism of 
this work could be made before its 
completion,” but~ took the liberty of 
criticizing three pictures which Mr. 
Lawrence gave of Mr, Wilson which 
I felt tended to make a false impres- 
sion tpon the reader. Recently I re- 
ceived a letter from Mr.* Lawrence 
in reply to my criticism which, at 
his request, I am very glad to pub- 
lish : 

“Dear Doctor Jones: I have just 
read your article of March 30, and 
I wondered after completing it, wheth- 
er you bad been reading what I had 
written @n Wilson, or somebody 
else's work. I was not aware that I 
had disagteed anywhere in, the book 
with your judgment of the character 
of Wilson, to the effect that ‘he did 
test men by their attitude and loy- 
alty to the great principles and high 
ideals.’ , 

“The negyspaper serial, of course, 
was an abbreviation of the book, 
which is now on the presses of George 
H. Doran company, and will be avail- 
able the latter part of this month, 
or the first of May. When you read 
it, I think you will find some of the 
interpretations you have made are 
not borne out by what I have writ- 
2. * 

“Bear in mind that in many of the 
eases about which I wrote, 1 was 
not interpreting, or taking something 
secondhand, *but I actually received 
my impression firsthand. I cannot 
agree with you that just because 
Woedrow Wilson was human enough 
on some occasions to take personal 
affront at personal opposition he nee- 
essarily was portrayed as a smal 
man, Woodrow Wilson’s place in his- 
tory will be far more .secure if his 
defects are not glossed over too much 
by his supporters, and if his virtues 
are set apart in their proper propor- 
tions. | 

“T think you really owe it to me to 
publish this letter in your column, 
don’t you? 

“Sincerely yours, 

“DAVID LAWRENCE.” 
Impressions ys. Interpretations. 

I was particularly interested in Mr. 
Lawrence’s statement, “I wondered 
whether you had been readipg what I 
had written on Mr. Wilson or some- 
body else’s work.” The significant 
thing about anything one writes is 
the impression which it makes upon 
the reader. It is so often true that 
this impression differs radically from 
the impression one wants to convey. 
What disturbed me was not Mr. Law- 


believed, and still believe, hig pic- 
tures of Mr. Wilson made on his read- 


ers. 


I was also interested in Mr. Law- 
rence’s statement, “I was not inter- 
preting or taking something second- 
hand, but I actually received my im- 
pression firsthand.” As a matter of 
fact, Mr. Lawrence's distinction be- 
tween “interpreting” and “impression” 
is DOt @ good one. All that one can 
write about a man or an event is the 
impression which the man or the 
event makes upon him. Mr. Law- 
rence's whole work is Woodrow Wil- 
son's impression on David Lawrence— 
or Woodrow Wilson in terms of Da- 
vid Lawrence. So, Mr. Lawrence nec- 
essarily selected out of his wealth of 
personal experiences those things 
which he considered most significant 
of the character of Mr. Wilson. It 
was inevitable that in doing this he 
should give his “interpretation” of 
Wilson. 

My criticism was necessarily based 
on the “impression” which Mr. DTaw- 
rence’s interpretation made on me as 


a reader. And here is the substance 
of the criticism which I made: “I 
raise no objection to the author's giv- 
ing his own interpretation, but I do 
object to his telling a part of a story 
in such a manner as to make his in- 
terpretation apparently true. I insist 
that a juet biographer should at least 
have told all the significant facts 
which bore upon this incident and 
thus have given his readers an oppor- 
tunity for intelligent judgment.” So 
I would have it clear. that my ob- 
jection to Mr. Lawrence as a bi- 
ographer was in his selection of cer- 
tain portions of the story, which, in 
itself, is often a very deadly method 
of interpretatton. 


Witness vs. Historian. 
Allow me also to raise a question 
as to the value of “first-hand” im- 
pressions, There is a popular fallacy 


that “one who was present” must 
know more about an incident than 
one who was not. It is true that the 
final verdi¢t must be made up from 
the combined testimony of those who 
“were present.” tlowever, the ver- 
dict itself can seldom be left to eye- 
witnesses. This is true because of 
the very nearness of fhe eyewitnesses 
and the psychic differences in the 
witnesses themselves. Widely differ- 
ent phases of the same experiences 
will impress themselves upon differ- 
ent witnesses as being the most sig- 
nificant or important. For this rea- 
son, our truest and most helpful his- 
torians have never been eyewitnesses, 
but gathering, as best they can, all 
the contemporary testimony, they 
weigh its value and deliver. their best 
judgment, | 

I hope Mr. Lawrence will forgive 
me for saying that he is one of our 


rost important and interesting wit- 
nesses «oncerning the life of Wood-

echee-Hiawassee Highway 
will celebrate its first anniversary on 
June 2, 1924, This will also be the 
second anniversary of The Atlanta 
Constitution-government forest tour 
through the mountaing of northeast 
Georgia, which stimulated so much 
interest in the construction of good 
ronds in this wonderful. region. 

This associatidn laid a broad foun- 
dation for development at its first 
meeting last June. Its purpose is tg 


enccurage and cooperate in every pos- 
sible way the building of roads of all 
types in this mountain country, with 
the view of developing a complete 
system of mouatain roads. To that 
end the association has worked out 
plans whereby several Georgia coun- 
ties are now working together on im- 
portant projects which will give splen- 
did lateral connections for our state 
highways as well as most desirable 
local roads. 

“Project No. 1 of this association 
branches off from state route No. 11 
at Cleveland and extends northward 


through Helen and Hiawassee to 
Haysville, N. C. The state highway 
commission agreed to release $5,000 of 
White county’s bond money for the 
link of this important road project 
between Cleveland and Helen, and to- 
gether with the cooperation of local 
citizens there a surprising amount of 
work has been accomplished up to the 
present time. Between Helen and 
Hiawassee this road crosses the Blue 
Ridge mountains through an old deer 
ass which the Indians knew as “The 
Vay,” or in other words the now fa- 
mous Unicoi Gap. <A four-mile link 
was surveyed here on a good grade by 
our state highway department aud 
Towns county promptly alfocated 
$5,000 of her first gas tax funds for 
this mountain crossing. County lines 
were not considered, for the mountain 
barrier between Hiawassee a Helen 
was the greatest obstacle to progress 
that the great section north of the 
mountain has had in the past, and 
Towns county set a splendid precedent 
by spending her first gas tax money_ 
on the south side of this mountain in 
White county. But White county re- 
sponded in the true spirit of coopera- 
tion and entered into a contract to 
match Towns county’s funds on this 
mountain link of the road, and there 
is no question now about these two 
counties. receiving more aid from the 
outside in the future. Clay county, 
North Carolina, has already com- 
pleted the link in the road from the 
state line north to Haysville. Towns 
eounty will spend her next gas tax 
funds on the three-mile link between 
Hiawassee and the state line toward 
Heysville, and it is hoped that per- 
haps the Georgia state highway de- 
partment will+be able to underwrite 
this link and begin the construction 
north from Hiawassee at an early 
date so as to let the people of the Hia- 
wassee valley have this badly needed 
outlet and inlet. It should be pointed 
out that the people of Clay county, 
North Carolina, are more anxious to 
get this connection south through Hia- 
wassee into Georgia than they are to 
have any other connection out of the. 
beautiful county, and these people 
have repeatedly shown that they are 
vitally interested in the road through 
Unicoi Gap, as well as our state sys- 
tem of roads in Georgia. Since the 
Towns county officials have pledged 


the educational forces of the state along 
the line of your suggestion. 

Realizing the great need. for more 
funds for the state colleges, the com- 
mon schools and the roads of the 
state, I suggest a meeting at an early 
date of the highway commission, the 
presidents of all the state colleges 
and the state board of education for 
the purpose of deciding definitely 
about a bond issue for the purpose o 
providing funds’ for schools and 
roads.

$65,000 will be sufficient for openins 
up the basin, according to the en- 
gineers making the preliminary re- 
ports, from three directions at the 
Same time and thus give the inlets 
from the direction of Blairsville, Dah- 
lonega _ and Morganton. A survey 
party is at work now locating the 
forest roads and ¢onnections witli 
state routes, and this big Y in the 
Toccoa basin will bring great develop- 
ment of recreational uses of the na- 
tional forests lands here on the Chero- 
kee area in Georgia, 

The program for the next meeting of 
the association is being arranged and 
prominent Georgians from several gec- 
tions of the state are expected to take 
part. Government officials from 
Washington, D. C., have been invited 
to speak on that occasion, and one of 
the largest good road meetings ever 
held in Georgian {s being planned. 
_Much new business will be before the 
association at that time and all who 
are interested in good roads for this 
mountain region are invited to attend 
aml take part in this constructive and 
far-reaching work. 

The place of the meeting will be an- 
nounced soon. Several towns are be- 
ing considered at this time, and it is 


thought that some place along our 
project No. 1 should be chosen for this 
years meeting, as it will be possible 
to hold next year’s meeting in the 
vicinity of the forest road development 
in the Toccoa basin of the Cherokee 
National park.

Glaring Ingratitude. 

Finally, he was murdered by the 
friends of Zechariah to avenge the 
death of the priest- 

It was a fitting punishment for 
his apostasy that his place in the 
sepulchre of the kings was occupied 
by his great benefactor Jehoiada 
while Joash himself was denied that 
honor. 

We wonder that. one so signally 
saved from slaughter and inducted in- 
to office under such evidences of 
civine favor should have been disloyal 
in the latter years of his life. -And 
yet we’have today, cases of ingrati- 
tude just as glaring. 

A multitude can be found even in 
Christian lands who owe everything 
they have and are to the mercy and 
goodness of the ileavenly Father, and 
vet never lift their hearts to the 
Heavenly Father in gratitude or pe- 
tition Him for guidance.

AEALTH TALKS 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


BUILDING MATERIALS. 

Of the three classes of food—fat, 
protein and carbohydrate—the pro- 
tein alone, according td the older con- 
ception of nutrition students, was 
building material utilized in the 
srowth and development of the body 
as well as the repair of wear. From 
this older idea grow the erratic notion 
that lean meat, which is chiefly pre- 
tein, yields strength and energy and 
Should therefore be the important 
part of the meal for an athlete or 
for one doing hard muscular work of 
kind. 

The body has two vital needs : 
first, for building material and re. 
pairs; second, for fuel. The nitro- 
genous foods (proteins) furnish the 
material for building, for nitrogen is 
an essential part of every cell in 
plant or animal. The carbonaceous 
foods (sugars, starches, fats) furnish 
the material for fuel, the oxidation or 
combustion of which dn the body 
ds heat and energy. 

The average adult require a mini- 
mum about two ounces of protein. 
according to the estimations of 
American physioligists. to maintain 
the repair of the bedy for twenty- 
four hours. In other words about two 
ounces daily maintains nitrogen 
equilibrinm—which means that the 
body receives enough nitrogen to re- 
place the nitrogene excreted from the 
body daily. According to some Euro- 
pean nutrition authorities. Hind- 
hede the Danish physiologist parti- 
cularly, considerably less than two 
ounces of protein daily will keep an 
adult in good condition. When the 
protein ration falls below the amount 
necessary for nitrogen equilibri:m, 
whether that be two ounces or one 
and one-half ounces daily, wasting 
and weakening will occur, in experi- 
mental or perhaps rare circumstances 
of deprivation, even while the body 
weight is increasing by the accumu- 
Jation of fat. Here is a fact which 
should interest misinformed mothers. 

Ounce for ounce. any form of 
sugar or starch yields precisely the 
same amount of energy as protein 
does, namely, about 125 calories (pro- 
tein or carbohydrate having a fuel 
value of 4 calories to the gram.) So

Young Harris Students Aid 


In Forestry Preservation 


Young Harris, Ga., May 3.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—One of the features of “For- 
est Protection Week” in this section. 
was the planting of about 5,000 red 
spruce seedlings on the north slopes 
of Enotah mountain, the highest peak 
in Georgia, by the forest rangers of 
the P. & V. Lard Co., assisted by 
students and teachers of Young Har- 
rigs college. 

The fixst reforestation work in the 
state was begun 'on this massive 
mountain a few years ago, when Nor- 
vay spruce was used in the experi- 
mental planting, officials say. ‘This 
tree species is aot native of Georgi4, 
the southern boundry of the spruce 
belt being in North Carolina, but 
the Southern Appalachian Forest ex- 
periment station furnished the seed- 
lirgs when B. H. Stone, forester and 
agent for the, P. & V. Land Co., ap- 
plied for the establishment of this 
forest plantation work. The first 
reforestation in’ Georgia has added 2 
new tree species for the state. 

Changes Predicted. 

The spruce is growing well here, 
and as it requires higher altitudes 
in the southern part of its range, it 
kas an ideal situation on Enotah 
meuntain at the elevation of 4,800 
feet. and even down to 5,5Q0 feet 
above sea level. It is believed that a 
most interesting thing will happen 
as a result of continued growth and 
the development of spruce forest con- 
ditions here in Georgia, for as differ- 
ent plant and wild life is found in the 
spruce belt than is now found in 
these mountains further south, both 
the fauna and the flgra will very 
probably be changed in the future in 
this immediate locality on account 
of this extension cof the spruce forests 
southward. 

Local interest in forest protection 
has been steadily increasing since 
1915. The private forestry work, fire 
prevention and suppression methods, 
and the cooperative system of the land 
companyehave not only brought bene- 
ficial results on the 60,000 deres of 
timbered lands owned by this com- 
pany, but all land owners in Towns

and Union counties have profited by 
the work. Increased young growth, 
accelerated growth tdé larger “trees, 
and the development of natural re 
production shows for itself in the ab- 
sence of forest fires.

Prior to 1915 fully 60 per cent of 
these lands were burned over each 
year, but since protective work was 
begun at that time, and thinking citi- 
zens of these two counties began to 
lend cordial cooperation, this ahnual 
burned area has been reduced to an 
average of abont one-tenth of 1 per 
cent. Lookout stations and . patrol- 
ment give protection, therefore, to a 
much larger territory than is con- 
trolled by these owners, and their 100 
wiles of telephone lines in the two 
counties cover a larger territory than 
is covered by the government on beth 
national forests in Georgia. The 
lookout station on Enotah mountain 
is the hub of this protective system, 
and many miles of graded trails also 
add to the effectiveness of this pri- 
vate forestry work. 


College Students Assist. 


The Young Harris Forestry club 
was organized two years ago with 
Dr, R. C. Coleman as president, and 
l’rof. Grady Miller as secretary. Stu- 
dents of the college and members of 
the club enjoy week-end trips to 
lo kout stations on several of the 
mountain peaks, Patrolmen’s cabins 
are headquarters for hikes, and recre- 
ational trips are given over td useful 
work, such as helping plant the 
spruce seedlings. Students and teach- 
ers take an interest in fire preven- 
tion work also, and the boys have 
given aid when called upon to fight 
forest fires. The planting is done 
largely by the girl students. who ac- 
eompany Miss Mary Sue Wakeford, 
history teacher in the college, on 
week-end trips to Enotah. 

Young Harris college will close for 
the summer within a few weeks, and 
carly in June che University of Geor- 
gia Forestry school will reopen the 
Finotah Forestry camp near the foot 
of the mountain for which the camp 
is named.

Meeting of Women V oters 


Interesting reports and a delightful 
account of the national convention 
made by Mrs. Elliott Cheatham fea- 
tured the quarterly meeting of the 
Atlanta League of Women Voters, 
held in the chamber of commerce 
building Friday xfternoon at 3:30 
o'clock, 

Mrs. Sanford Gay presided and dis- 
patched the routine business quickly, 
having the report of the treasurer, 
Mrs. W. W. Lotspeich, and the min- 
utes of the last meeting read by the 
secretary, Mrs. Paul LaBlant, follow- 
ed by the reports of the committee 
chairmen, 

Mrs. LaBlant read the reports from 
the following committee chairmen who 
were absent: Miss Eleanore Raoul, 
chairman of organization; Mrs. R. L. 
Turman, chairman of the efficiency 
in government committee; Mrs. Roy 
Brittain, chairman of speakers’ bu- 
reau. Mrs. Gay praised ‘the work of 
these three women, giving especial 
notice to the wonderful work done by 
Miss Raoul who, as every one knows, 
“thinks, breathes, talks and sleeps 
league work,” 

Two amendments to the constitu- 
tion were brought before the assem- 
bly and discussed. The first was to 
the effect that men might have a sus- 
taining membership in the league at 
$5 per year, but no voice in league 
affairs. This amendment was the sub- 
ject of much discussion and failed to 
pass. The other was to tle effect 
that the constitution be so amended 
as to allow the president of the league 
to be elected in the same manner as 
the directors, that there be at least 


two women on the ticket for presi- 
dent. This passed unanimously. 


Mrs. Harry Chamberlain took the 
chair while Mrs, Sanford Gay made 
a report of the state league legisla- 
tive program for the coming year. 


Mrs, Gay is again legislative chair- 
man for the state. 

“The state board,” said Mrs. Gay, 
“has derided to elect two programs, 
an active and imactive. On the first 
will go the legislation which must 
have immediate and active attention. 
On the second will go the legislation 
which the league intends by no means 
to drop, but which must be subordi- 
nated at the present to more pressing 
matters.” 

On the active program will go the 
tax bill, in wheih Mrs. L. L. Hendren, 
state president, is so deeply interest- 
ed—a bill doing away with the fee 
system in Fulton county, the Shep- 
pard-Towner bill, and the code com- 
mission report. On the inactive pro- 
gram will go the kindergarten bill-and 
the women-in-industry bill. 

Mrs. Gay announced that the edu- 
cational program for the league this 
year would consist partly in monthly 
meetings to be held the first Friday 
in the month, and which would be in 
the charge of the various cemmittee 
chairmen. ‘The June meeting will be 
conducted and arranged by Miss 
Rhoda Kaufman, and will be on the 
subject of child welfare. 

Mrs. Elliott Cheatham spoke most 
entertainingly of the convention in 
Buffalo, which she attended. An in- 
terview with Mrs. Cheatham will ap- 
pear in the press at an early date, 
for she has much of interest and 
much that is valuable to Atlantans to 
tell of the convention.

“Put Moral Issue in All Parties’ 


BY MRS. AUGUST BURGHARD. 
“There were thrills and repeated 
thrills for white ribboners and’ all 


prohibitionists at, the convention of 
the women’s national committee for 
law enforcement in Washington April 
10-11. Nothing so encouraging for 
law observance has happened recent- 
ly.” writes Miss Claire Luzby, an 
ardent white ribboner, in a recent per- 
sonal letter, describing that gather- 
ing of 1,360 women of note from 35 
states. 

“Allegiance to the constitution and 
observance of law. Put the moral is- 
sue in ‘all political parties,” was the 
slogan sounded by this gathering of 
women, sponsored by the highest ladies 
of the land—-Mrs. Calvin Coolidge, 
Mrs. Warren G. Harding, Mrs. Wil- 
liam Howard Taft and Mrs. Preston. 
formerly Mrs. Grover Cleveland, and 
presided over at every session by Mrs. 
Herbert Hoover, except one luncheon 
when Mrs. Robert Lansing was toast- 
mistress. 

President Coolidge Speaks. 

The event of the convention was 

the address by President Coolidge. 


The chief executive received the party 


on the steps of the white house and | 
is said to have “‘smiled genially as 


he looked over the company.” Mrs. 
Coolidge ran down the steps to stand 
with the delegates for a group picture. 
Even the white house kitten, “Tige,” 
is reported to have been present. 


“IT sometimes wish people would put 
a little more emphasis upon observ- 
ance of the law than they do upon its 
enforcement,” said: the president. 
“Now the practical question comes, 
what can we do to secure enforce- 
ment?” he continued. ‘“‘We have to 
do what is necessary in al] move- 
ments for the betterment of the race 
—have an awakening of the con- 
science. That is what you represent 
and why your presence encourages me. 
It shows not only that we have laws 
on the statute books, but there is be- 
hind them the determination of an 
awakened conscience which declares 
to the world that our liberties are to 
be made forever secure.” 


After the president’s ten minutes’ 
address “we went in and were receiv- 
ed in the blue room by Mrs. Coolidge, 
‘the first Iady of the land’ shaking 
hands with all the guests.” 

Another speaker was Secretary of 
the Navy Curtis D. Wilber, who “has 
iong been a warm friend of prohibi- 
tion and law enforcement. He held up 
greater enemy of society than 


asx i 


the robber or murderer the man who 
“violates the law because he does not 
like it or because he feels he can 
avoid its penalties. Some people think 
the Volstead act and the eighteenth 
amendment a joke, but they are laugh- 
ing at the Stars and ” he 
said. “Law enforcement is a matter 
of patriotism.” 

Mrs, Henry W. Peabody, chairman 
of the national women's committee, 
said in the keynote speech: 

“That the law is not enforced in 
certain sections is no reflection on the 
law, but reflects seriously on a type 
of citizen too unintelligent, apathetic, 
selfish or disloya] to right the wrong. 
Women who shirk responsibility are 
equally guity with men who encour- 
age law-breaking. It is a question 
whether women will be interested in 
polities, but women are interested in 
all practical issues which affect the 
home and the child. In advancement of 
these and in loyalty to the govern- 
ment, women have assembled in this 
capital city from nearly every state 
in the union’ representing all po- 
litical parties and their own or- 
ganization, to ask and to ask with 
emphasis of the ballot that this mora! 
issue be included in all parties, and 
that only men be elected who will hon- 
estly enforce all law.” 

Other Well-Known Speakers. 


The secretary of state, Charles 
Evans Hughes, sent a strong law en- 
forcement message.

Recommendations Adopted. 
The platform adopted contained the 


following significant recommenda- 
tions. “This convention shall former- 


ly petition the national conventions of 
all political parties to include in their 


party platforms a strong plank for law 
enforcement, and specifically for law 
in connection with the eighteenth 
amendment and its accompanying en- 
forcing legislation, and whereas the 
supreme court has declared that the 
limitation of beverage alcohol content, 
fixed by congress at one-half of one 
per cent, is justified in the inte@rest 
of enforcement, we urge that the party 
platforms declare against any change” 

Adoption by congress of the follow- 
ing measures was recommended: 

1. The transfer of the enforcement 
personnel into the classified civil serv- 
ice, after examination of present em- 
ployees to eliminate the unfit. 

®. For changes im federal] and state 
legislation providing stricter penal- 
ties for law breakers. 

Program of Future Work. 

The program of future work in- 
cludes formation of state committees 
of 100 and subcommittees in every 
county and important city to create 
and mobilize public sentiment. act as 
bureaus of information, especially on 
the stand of candidates, duties of en- 
forcement officials and possible ac- 
tion by citizens, to hold meetings, re- 
port law violations, attend trials, se- 
cure enforcement planks in state po- 
litical platforms, secure publicity, cir-

He decided hed get to 
the bottom of the differences between 
capital and labor by donning’ the 
working man’s clothes, digging as the 
working man digs, and suffering all 
the hardships that the working man 
declares to capital that he _ suffers. 
He walked much of the time and he 
went where he would most likely 
come in contact with class hatred. 
He made a study of strikes, unions, 
bolshevism and kindred war by-prod- 
ucts. Leaving this country he jour- 
neved to Germany, France and Italy, 
where he worked for his living as a 
day laborer. First he found a job 
with the coal diggers in the German 
Ruhr basin. During the summer of 
1920, all unknown to his employers, 
he worked in the steel plants and the 
shipyards of Great Britain. He spent 
1921 amid grime and grind in France 
and Belgium. He returned to Amer- 
ican and worked for a while as a 
striker, then he turned strike-breaker, 
just to get both viewpoints. He gath- 
ered facts, and for this work he had a 
good foundation, having degrees from 
Oberlin, the University of Berlin and 
the University of Chicago.

|Chairman Home Demonstration 
In Georgia State Federation 


Mrs. Ira Farmer, whose work as leader, speaker and writer on subjects 
of prime interest-to women has given her wide reputation for big achieve- 


ment, 


“The four years’ training of a can- 
ning club girl not only fits her for a 
lucrative profession but trains her for 
the home,” declares Mrs. Ira Farmer, 
chairman of the division of home 
demonstration in the Georgia Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs. 

“And she earns while she learns. 
The four-year report of a Georgia girl 
lies before me and she averaged $200 
per year for that period from one- 
twentieth of an acre, besides returns 
from chickens and hogs. 

“Kighty per cent of the family in- 
come is spent by the women and these 
girls are taught to keep books, make 
out statements and budget their ex- 
penses. And listen to the aims of 
these girls. A bank account, a col- 
lege education, a perennial garcen. 
Thrift, education, a permanent home. 
If Georgia trains all her girls to these 
ideals, she need no longer worry about 
absentee landlordism and a_ tenant 
system. And if the Georgia legisla- 
ture had appropriated the money spent 
Inst year for an extra session that 
never got where it was going, we 
could put a demonstrator in every 
county to teach every girl. 

“In 1923 the total earnings of the 
girls was over $300,000 and that of 
the women far more. One Atlanta 
firm bought 1,500 jars of fig and 
watermelon rind preserves from the 
girls and put them on sale, limiting 
them one jar to a customer, They 
were sold out before night. The 
farmer considered he was making good 
money last year when he cleared 15 
cents per melon. The girls cleared 
$5 on the rinds, ate the melon and 
saved the seed. Thousands of dollars 


worth of figs are going to waste in, 


Georgia because the women do not 
know how to make a standard pack 
and we are buying preserves from 
California. ‘The figs these girls pre- 
serve command the same price as the 
California product. 

“One hundred and eighteen of these 
girls entered college last year and 
they will take back to their com- 
munities an influence that will live 
down the years. ‘There is no line of 
work that the Georgia federation can 
do that will bring so great returns not 
only to the country but to the state 
as a whole because on the farm de- 
pends the state and on the farm home 
depends the farm. 

‘The club women can help by (1) 
seeing that men are elected to ihe 
legislature this year who realize the 
importance of this work and _ will 
vote to meet the Smith-Lever fund. 
(2) By getting from the county au- 
thorities the appropriations to meet 
the state and federal funds, and by 
assisting the work locally as they find 
need. In Harris county the Union 
community has a revolving educa- 
tional fund and is sending two boys 
and a girl to college. In Floyd coun- 
ty the university women maintain a 
club house where nine girls from the 
county do cooperative housekeeping 
at a cost per month per girl of $8.52 
and attend high school. They can 
buy the canned products of these girls 
or ask the merchants to handle them. 
They can raise the money for the 
prizes at the fall fair. And they can 
give to the home demonstrator, wher- 
ever they find her, cooperation and 
encouragement and support for she 18 
applied education and applied citizet- 
ship personified.”

Mrs. Jennings’ father, Austin Shuey 
Mann, a native of Ohio, moved to 
Florida from Ohio. He took an act- 
ive part in the development of thea 
state, and will be remembered as 
“Senator Mann, the father of good 
roads.” Her mother, Eliabeth Rachel 
Kline Mann, was born in Pennsylva- 
nia. On both sides Mrs. Jennings is 
descended from distinguished colonial 


ancestry. 

Mrs. Jennings married William 
Sherman Jennings. He was born in 
Illinois, came to Florida as a boy, 
and became one of Florida’s great- 
est governors, serving from 1901 to 
1905. Their son, Sherman Bryan 
Jennings, is the father of Mrs. Jen- 
nings’ three beautiful grandchildren. 

It was Governor Jennings’ messago 
to the legislature in 1903 that first 
recommended the drainage and recla- 
mation of the Everglades, one of the 
greatest undertakings of its kind in 
the world.

In Law Observance Work. © 


Women of all denominations are, 
cooperating in an effort to awaken the 


women all over the country to the im- 
portance of rendering allegiance tu 
the constitution of our country and 
the observance of law. The Junior 
Chamber of Commerce here in Atlan- 
ta has recently sponsored a publicity 
campaign of one week in the interest 
of law and order. ‘The need for such 
campaigns is realized by all thinking 
persons and the church women are 
happy to do their part in this educa- 
tional work. 

It is recognized that there has come 
inte our great nation within the past 
few years, greatly increased during 
the disintegrating year of war, 2n in- 
creased spirit of lawlessness. We may 
account for this in many ways. One 
is the rapid growtb of our great cities 
with large alien populations, people 
who have come witb no real knowledge 
of our laws, or our principles, peo- 
ple who-must be taught Americanism. 
for they have no knowledge of what 
it means; and freedom to them is 
license. These form the great body 
of law-breakers. 

We are in peril not alone from ig- 
norant non-citizens, but in far greater 
peril from willfully selfish citizens 
who have done nothing to stem the 
tide of lawlessness, but have encour- 
aged it by attitude ail words. There 
is an undercurrent of bolshevism on 
the part of powerful interests, abetted 
by lawless men and women who pro- 
pose to obey only the laws that ap- 
peal to them or that protect their in- 
terests. 


Cry of Individual Liberty. 


There is danger also from the un- 


| thinking, unintelligent group who echo 
the cry of individual liberty, little real- 


izing the menace of this theory to fam- 
ily and state. 

President Coolidge has said: “The 
authority of the law is questioned in 
these days all too much. ‘The bind- 
ing obligation of obedience against 
personal desire is denied in many 
quarters. If these doctrines prevail 
all organized government, all liberty 
» . « &re at an end.” 

The woman's national committee for 
law enforcement which has received 
previous netice on our Federated 
Church Women’s Page has issued .

tle—“Save America.” : 

We give a few extracts from its 
pages, and recommend that all wom- 
en’s organizations, church, civic, pa- 
triotic or social use the programs 
suggested in this booklet and help to 
Save our great country for the threat- 
ening dangers, . 

. « . Because the counteracting 
movement must begin in the home, in 
the schogl and in the community and 
work out into the state, women who 
have been anxiously watching ihe 
drift toward lawlessness in our coun- 
try have seen the need for action, 
and have affiliated the great national 
organizations of women to concentrate 
for the year (1924) on education for 
enforcement of law. Among the or- 
ganizations already affiliated are the 
Federation of. Women’s Foreign Mis- 
sion Boards, the Council of Women 
for Home Missions, the Y. W. C. A., 
the King’s Daughters, the Congress 
of Mothers and Parent-Teacher asso- 
ciation and the Federation of Women’s 
Clubs with other patriotic and educa- 
tional groups. . . But women must 


take this as seriously as they took the 
war—this battle for righteousness. 
To Depend on Women. 

An eminent legal authority, whe 
has given much time to this question, 
said recently: “In this last great 
fight for law enforcement, which may 
be as difficult as the fight for probi- 
bition. the decision will Wepend large- 
ly, perbaps wholly, on the attitude 
of American women. They must de- 
cide whether America shall go forward 
or backward; whether she shall win 
for righteousness or lose to the pow- 
ers of darkness: whether she will 
remain a self-governed nation, or will 
yield to the insidious propaganda of 
disioyal politicians influenced by a 
large foreign group... . 

Because of widespread ignorance, 
the national committee of law enforce. 
ment issues thiy booklet, “Save 
America,” with iiluminating articles, 
incontrovertible facts, with suggestions 
for using this material among individ- 
uals, in the press, through affiliated 
organizations, clubs, patriotic educa- 
tional and church societies and in our 
public schools and colleges.

ak ILL the Bob-Haired Bandit be 
VAY known in a few years as the 
Ve¥]] Bald-Headed Bandit? Will 
Mei the girls soon be powdering 
their scalps as well as their 
faces? 

According to the originator of a fa- 
mous wave, speaking before the sixth 
annual. convention of the American 


Master Hairdressers’ association, in 
New York, it will take but a few years 
of the bob-haired craze to make the 
women of this country as bald as the 
men. | | 

This specialist in pessimism and hair 
explained that each separate hair is sup- 
ported by a tiny muscle at the base of 
the hair follicle, As the hair grows 
longer, he said, and therefore heavier, 
the muscle grows proportionately 
stronger. The growth of a hair, con- 
sequently, is a matter of the capacity 
of the muscular structure of the scalp. 

If the hair is cut, he went on, the 
muscle is deprived of its normal exer- 
cise and grows weak, like an unused 
arm, until it eventually loses its func- 
tion and the hair falls out. That, said 
the lecturer, is why men grow bald— 
not because they wear tight hats or be- 
cause they overwork their brains, but 
because their hair is cut so often and 
so. short. 

“The bob will wear itself out of its 
own accord,” the speaker declared, in 
concluding his remarks, ‘“‘when people 
discover the folly of it. The bob-haired 
flapper probably will be a baldheaded 
old lady. The most beautiful hair is that 
which is allowed to grow unhampered 
by the. clippers from babyhood on. As 
long ds the barbers rule the waves wom- 
an’s hair will never be her crowning 
glory.” 

Such press reports of this. address as 
we have been enabled to examine con- 
tain no instance of baldness supervening 
upon bobbing as a proved result of the 
latter. If the speaker had reported such 
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» ¢ases, as is the custom of medical scien- 


tists when making pronouncements of 
this sort, more confidence would be felt 
in his assumptions,

One may think that 
bobbing the hair ought 
to cause baldness, but 
the facts of life are not 
influenced by mere 
opinions. 

Too short a time has 
elapsed since the begin- 
ning Of the bob-hair 
craze for any one to 
jeclare pontifically that 
baldness following upon 
bobbing is a matter of 
cause and effect. A se- 
quence is not necessar- 
ily a consequence. 

Undoubtedly there 
are women now bob- 
bing their hair who are 
jestined to lose their 
hair in any case, per- 
haps because of hered- 
ity. Even though quite 
a number; of years of 
bobbing have passed, it 
will take miany more 
years before expert ob- 
servers will be able to 
make excathedra utter- 
ances as to the influ- 
ence of this practice 
upon loss of hair. 

Our own idea is that 
scientific inquiry will aS 
show that bobbing ee 
tends to prevent bald- 
ness. But this again is 
only an opinion, albeit 
based upon better 
rrounds than the bizarre 
theory now under con- 
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Now let us examine 
the esteemed hairdress- 
er’s theory carefully, 
also the known facts 
regarding the alarming 
opinion of our lecturer. 

A glance at one of the illustrations 
on this page will show the arrange- 
ment of the arrector pili muscle in re- 
lation to the hair, the hair follicle and 
the’ sebaceous glands. The hair fol- 
licle is a slender, cylindrical pocket for 
the accommodation of a hair. The 
sebaceous glands secrete the oily mat- 
ter-of the skin, which is expressed from 
the mouths of the hair follicles.

and is wholly useless when not actually 
damaging. Yet we frequently hear it 
alleged that singeing ‘“‘seals up 
the hair and prevents the outflow 
of the hair strength or nutrition.” 


It would appear to be in order 


to say something about the real 
causes of baldness. 


There is a normal continual 
shedding of the hair. The life of 
a hair varies from several months 
to four years, according to the 
season and the state of health. 
Abundant falling of hairs may not 
presage baldness. 

Baldness may be due to dis- 
turbances of the general health, 


to local disease of the scalp, to 
premature senile changes and to 
senility itself, 


FEYNHE disturbances of the gen- 


eral health chiefly involved 


have to do with either nervous or 
toxic factors. In the first case it 
is encountered in individuals who 
have undergone periods of men- 
tal or nervous stress. In the sec- 
ond case it is observed after acute 
illnesses, such as typhoid fever. 
The sedentary life favors a de- 
clension in general health which 
invites baldness, and it is 
this, rather than intellect- 
ual strain, which accounts 
for the baldness so fre- 
quently noted in so-called 
brain workers. 

Local disease of the 
scalp means, as a rule, 
seborrhoic dermatitis, or 
catarrh of the sebaceous 
system, usually mani- 
ested by dandruff. This 
disease is responsible for the greater 
part of common baldness. 

Premature senile changes may be 
due to hereditary influences, but these 
may be greatly furthered by the wear- 
ing of stiff hats. The hard rim of a 
stiff hat compresses the vessels that lie 
along the sides of the skull, There is@ 
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The Duchess 
of York, with 
hair done in the 

style that has been named after her, 
the ‘‘Elizabeth Bowes-Lyon fringe’”’: 


thickening of the vessel walls at the 
point of compression, so that the cali- 


ber of the vessels is actually lessened, 
and in time the scalp is insufficiently 
nourished, | 

The reason why women, sailors, 
countrymen and the races which wear 
no headgear are least often afflicted 
is because light and air have better ac- 
cess to their hair and because there is 
no injurious compression of the blood 
vessels of the scalp. Moreover, women 
are more cleanly in the care of the 
scalp and hair, and this is a most im- 
portant factor. 

Anything which benefits general cu- 
taneous hygiene, such as the daily bath, 
is good for the scalp and hair. And good 
general hygiene is essential—exercise, 
fresh air, good food, sufficient sleep, 
etc. 

It is to be remembered that while 
baldness is much commoner in men 
than in women, thinning of the hair 
as a result of nervousness and other de- 
pressing influences on the health is a 
great deal commoner in women than in 
men. 

Baldness is hereditary in from 30 to 
40 per cent of the cases, according to 
Jackson and White, two well known 
authorities on the subject. 


Between the skin of the scalp and 
the skull there is a thick layer of fat to 
which the skin is loosely attached and 
upon which it is freely movable, In 
civilized man, who lives in houses and 
wears hats, the following changes take 
place as he approaches later life: | 

The fat layer gets thinner; the scalp 
becomes more firmly attached to the 
skull and less movable; the skin be- 
comes more tense, and with these 
changes the hair becomes thinner and 
thinner over the top of the head. 
Finally, the hair disappears and there 
is left a bald, glistening crown, closely 
drawn over the skull. 

That is the picture of senile baldness, 
but premature baldness is the same 
thing, only occurring before the age

Some Facts About 
The Match Industry 


If all the matches used in the 
world in one day were placed end 
to end they would reach to the 
moon and ten thousand miles be- 
yond. Think how important these 
baby explosive bombs are in 
everyday business of the world. 

American matches are _ usually 


made of pine wood cut in a round 
shape. Im Europe they are made 
of aspen and cut square. Sheets 
of aspen wood can be dried artifi- 
cially in a couple of hours and made 
into matches within the next hour. 
Thus three hours may see a change 
from an aspen log to a few hundred 
or more boxes of matches. But 
pine has to be allowed to stand for 
a couple of years before it is suf- 
ficiently seasoned to be made up. 

There is more involved in the mat- 
ter of dipping match sticks into the 
fire-producing solution that makes 
the head than one might suppose. 
Match heads are really the product 
of much chemical research. For 
instance, people like their matches 
a cheerful color, so the chemical has 
to be dyed a pleasant blue or red. 
They must be double tip, capable of 
being lit on any surface—a wall, a 
stove, your shoe. They must not 
leave a streak or scratch after them. 
They must not be noisy and pop up 
at the person using them. 


The matches must be 
they will not flash up too soon. 
They must have no sharp edges, 
but must be smooth and oval so 
the heads will not rub: against one 
another in people’s pockets and 
light om each other. They must 
be fairly waterproof and windproof, 
and must burn without smoke or 
odor.

Wood for Postage Stamps 

How many postage stamps in a 
tree?

States more then half a hundred 
acres of big, tall spruce trees are 
felled to produce the wood pulp 
necessary for the making of the na- 
tion’s postage stamps.

PRECIOUS JEWELS 


China’s Favorite Gem 


Jade is not usually counted 
among the precious stones, yet to 
the Chinese and Japanese it is the 
most valuable of all gems, in fact, 
they measure the value of all other 
stones in terms of jade. The 
Chinese say jade is a combination 


of the five cardinal virtues, Jin, 
charity; Gi, modesty; Yu, courage; 
Ketsu, justice, and Chi, wisdom. 


They carve it most exquisitely in 
elaborate and fragile designs, for it 
is no harder than ordinary glass and 
so is not difficult to work upon. It 
is frequently used for carvings of 
the figures of Chinese gods. 

Jade includes two stones which 
are verv similar in appearance, 
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The face here is one carved by 
skillful Chinese jewelry-makers. 


greenstone and jadeite. Both are 
fibrous and tough and greenish. 
Greenstone, or nephrite, as it is 
usually called, is the more common 
and less valuable of the two. When 
examined under the microscope, it 
is found to be made of a great many 
hard fibres closely matted together. 
The color varies from a sort of gray 
to leaf and dark green, the color be- 
ing darker when iron, which is one 
of "the minerals in it, is present in a 
large quantity. 

Jadeite is much more 
prized by Chinese than ordinary 
nephrite. It takes a greasy lustre 
when it is polished. The color ya- 
ries from white to an emerald 
green. The finest is found lying in 
dark green, ribbon-like formations 
in boulders in Burmah. It is prized 
almost as much as the costly rubies 
which you will recall pour out of

Burmah’s mines and are carried 
away by caravan. All the Burmah 
jade is sent to China to be made 


into Chinese jewelry. 

In New Zealand jade is used for 
a breast ornament called the tiki, 
and also for the particular club call- 
ed the pattoo-pattoo.
